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McGill physical plant workers vote to striKe

McGill Physical Plant’s 104 em- 
ployees voted to strike by a 94 per 
cent majority last Tuesday in re- 
sponse to the administration stall-' 
ing of négociations. Physical plant 
employees could strike as early as 
tomorrow if negotiations fail to 
produce a settlement. 

"We have been trying to negoti- 
ate a new contract for fourteen 
months," said shop steward Allan 
Davidson. The McGill University 
Physical Plant Employees’ Asso- 
ciation have been without a con- 
tract since Dec. 1 , 1986. In Jan. 87, 
the Plant workers joined the Cana- 
dian Marine ^Officers Union 
(CMOU). 

"Given the time that the admini- 
stration is taking to negotiate, hav- 



ing a strike mandate will speed 
things up. Employees arc loosing 
their patience,” said union repre- 
sentative Jean Briscbois. Plant 
workers have been asking for a 
meeting with the Administration 
since April 1987. "The issue is that 
McGill won’t even give us the time 
to negotiate,” Davidson said. 

Physical Plant director Roy Delc- 
bozick said the delay was due to 
pressing negotiations with other 
’ union locals. “We were busy nego- 
tiating with the Power House em- 
ployees." 

There are three locals affiliated to 
the CMOU, the Powep House, the 
Physical Plant and McDonald Col- 
lege. The négociations involving 
the Power House were mainly con- 
cerned with medical leaves. 



Several meetings between the 
administration and the Physical 
Plant local were called last year, but 
all were cancelled by the admini- 
stration, because “it was a bad time 
to schedule meetings," said Dcle- 
bozik. "We didn’t do it intention- 
ally to delay negotiations." 

On Jan. 6, the union representa- 
tives met with a Québec Labour 
Ministry Conciliator, Marcel 
Boisvert, who advised the union to 
try once more to negotiate with 
McGill. A meeting was scheduled 
for Jan. 28 to sign the revised con- 
tract and discuss some of its 
clauses. The main differences be- 
tween the union’s position and 
McGill’s concerned paid lunch 
hours and bonuses, but "these is- 
sues didn’t even get discussed," 
said Briscbois. 



Twenty minutes after the meeting 
had started, the Physical Plant 
workers decided to walk out. “They 
(McGill) said they were going to 
talk to us for three hours only, and 
that they weren’t going to look at 
our document," said Brisebois. The 
meeting was originally scheduled 
to last eight hours. "You can’t ne- 
gotiate anything in such a short 
lime,” he added. 

McGill’s offer co-respondcd 
roughly to the old contract whereas 
the employees’ document "was 
complete, and also included, the 
newly joined union contract," ac- 
cording to Briscbois. “The admini- 
stration didn’t seem to be willing to 
even talk to us,” he added. 

"The only way we can get them to 
talk to us is by walking off the job," 



said Davidson. This would mean no 
heating, no snow removal, no salt 
and no exams or other major events 
that Physical Plant employees set 
up at McGill. "We will apply essen- 
tial services at the Montréal Neuro- 
logical Institute,” added Davidson, 
“the last thing we want to do is hurt 
the students. We just want to nego- 
tiate with McGill.”

Also to be discussed in the new 
contract will be the a retroactive 
increase of 4.5 per cent for last 
year’s wages, and four per cent for 
this year. The total amount that 
McGill would owe to the Plant 
workers amounts to about 
$200,000. “McGill hasn’t made 
any statement yet regarding this 
retroactive increase," said Brisc- 
bois. 




Demo against contra aid

Close to 1 50 people protested the 
U.S. sponsoring of contra forces in 
Nicaragua on Wednesday in front 
of the American Consulate in 
Complexe Desjardins. 

The demonstration coincided 
j? with a Congressional vote in the 
U.S. House of Representatives on 
renewing aid to the contras. The bill 
j, was defeated on Thursday. 

Wayne Hiltz, an organizer of the 
demonstration, said he was happy 
with the turn-out "on a cold day like 
this.” Hiltz talked about the impor- 
tance of international solidarity on 
the issue. "It’s important to do our 
part in support among peoples," he 
said. 

Fred Henderson of the Comité 
UQAM Amérique Centrale added 
that other demonstrations were tak- 
ing place "in 57 cities in the U.S. as 
well as Toronto and Vancouver." 

During the demonstration mem- 
bers of a Montréal group "le dernier 



fourgon de Gun Hill" burned an 
American flag to the cheers of 
many protesters. Don Knight, one 
of the group’s representatives said 
“The flag symbolizes U.S. power 
over Central America and specifi- 
cally Nicaragua. It’s a symbol of 
how we hope to eliminate the role 
of the U.S. in Central America." 

. Other demonstrators carried 
white crosses marked “1000 



morts." After a thousand dead, a 
conflict is called a ‘real war,’ ac- * 
cording to the United Nations. 

.The demonstration ended with a 
short speech by Marie Simoneau of 
the Comité Montréal-Nicaragua. 
She summed up the general feeling 
of the demonstrators. "Everybody 
here is conscious of, and in dis- 
agreement with, foreign interven- 
tion in the region," she said. .

’Peace course, ’ .the nickname 
students have given to the Political 
Science department’s new course, 
is a misnomer, according to some 
McGill students and staff. 

This semester the department 
renovated a old course listed in the 
calendar as Deterrence and Arms 
Control: War Avoidance and War 
Limitation, giving it that name. 

"People are calling it a peace 
course, but I call it a war course," 
said student Jean-Benoît Nadeau. 
Nadeau said he is taking the course 
bcacause he is interested in learning 
about "war, the disease itself." He 
said that “Peace is not the way to 
fight war, peace is the result of the 
elimination of war.” 

According to the coordinator of 
the course, Professor Arlene 
Broadhurst, the “avoidance of war" 
is one of the primary definitions of 
peace. She said that there arc sev- 
eral ways or "paths of peace” in- 
volved in avoiding organized vio- 
lence to solve problems. 

"These include both conven- 
tional method such as deterrence 



and arms control and also, alterna- 
tive methods such as alternative 
defence and alternative conflict 
research,” she said. 

Political Science chair Paul 
Noble, said that before understand- 
ing peace, “it is important to under- 
stand the nature of weaponry, the 
components of nuclear deterrence, 
and their effect on international 
politics." 

CUSO facilitator and popular 
educator Chris Cavanagh dis- 
agrees. ‘We often follow the tacitly 
accepted agenda that peace can be 
achieved through an understanding 
of war," he said. 

Cavanagh said it is important to 
understand that peace is not just 
‘the avoidance of war,’ peace is 
also the resolution of social, eco- 
nomic and political problems. 

“It’s not true that we must study 
the history of war to understand 
peace. Peace has a long history of 
its own that is seldom studied," he 
said. “A peace course should take 
this second approach to history,” he 
added. 

Following a broad-based intro- 
duction to ‘The Security Dilemma,’ 



the 300-level course is taught by 
several professors from the depart- 
ments of history , economics, po- 
litical science and the Faculties of 
Law and Medicine. There are pres- 
ently about 60 students enrolled. 

Among them, Professor Robert 
Vogel teaches the section ‘History 
of Conventional Warfare,’ and 
economics Professor Christopher 
Green discusses the ‘Dynaniics of 
the Arms Race.’ • 

A TA for the course, Ravi Chem- 
ini, said lhat the course does try to 
cover the positive aspects of peace. 
“Deterrence is studied today bccai- 
use it is a way for us to legitimize 
the arms race and military research 
funding," he said. 

“Most of the courses offered by 
the department are based on main- 
stream , traditional IR (interna- 
tional relations). The idea of this 
course is a move to start thinking 
difcrently about- the world," he 
added.

Myths we’ve heard 



In the wake of Congress’ rejection of Reagan’s contra aid proposal, 
contra leaders fell over themselves trying to impress upon the world how 
difficult their situation would become without millions of dollars in U.S. 
aid. v 

They have been digging their own public relations grave. 

Contra leaders say they ’ll run out of supplies and ammunition by March. 
This confirms what critics have been saying all along — that the contras 



have absolutely no popular support in Nicaragua. True resistance move- 
ments, such as the FSLN before 1979, have lasted for years without a 
superpower benefactor. 

As a current example, the Guatemalan guerrilla movement has been 
operating in the open since 1973, with only captured weapons and military 
supplies. Yet the Guerrilla Army of the Poor (EGP) and the Revolution- 
ary Organisation of the People in Arms (OPRA) have been able to 
establish control over almost a third of Guatemala: 

Thc contras have not even been able to establish a solid foothold in 
Nicaragua. 

This comes as no surprise considering who the contras are. The majority 
of the leaders (46 of 48) arc former members of Anastasio Somoza’s Na- 
tional Guard. Their tactics bear the hallmarks of the bloodthirsty, 44 year 
Somoza dictatorship. In 1984, Americas Watch reported that the contras 
“engaged repeatedly in killings, torture and murder of unarmed civilians." 

Three years, several hundred million dollars worth of weapons and 
12 000 lives later, the contras are still at it. Last Tuesday, contras killed 



five unarmed civilians in Central Nicaragua. 

But somehow, this evidence eludes the American public and is ignored 
by the American government. If one thing has been confirmed by the 
recent contra aid vote, it’s that there exists no viable political alternatives 
within the American system. The Democrats, who were largely respon- 
sible for blocking Reagan’s proposal, are now suggesting $20 million 
dollars in * humanitarian’ aid to the contras. This money, although plugged

Nash asserted that the media was 
necessary for its attempt “to pro- 
vide a true reflection of 
rcality...lhcir key job is to enlarge 
public understanding, as uncom- 
fortable as it may feel for some.” 
Nash said the media had its flaws, 
giving excessive cynicism and oc- 
casional subjectivity as examples. 

He characterized Canadians as 
“infomaniacs,” with one of the 
highest rates of listenership, view- 
ership, and readership in the world. 
In addition, he cited statistics indi- 
cating that the average Canadian 
watches some 23 hours of televi- 
sion per week, making television 
perhaps the most influential device 
available to the media. 

Nash believes the media has be- 
come more responsible and accu- 
rate as a result. "There is no more 
yellow journalism, which existed in 
the earlier part of the contury," he 
said. 

Nash stressed the need for the 
media to temper its role as political 
adversary. “The media should in- 
vestigate and inform. They should 
not be a government opposition,” 
he said, describing the relationship 
between the government and the 
media as “love-hate". 

Nash raised several eyebrows 
when he addressed the contentious 



In the Canadian context, how- 
ever, he chastised Pamela Wallin 
for her muckraking inquiries into 
Liberal leader John Turner’s al- 
leged “drinking problem” on Ques- 
tion Period last month. 

Although Nash concccdcd, “We 
may be a nosy and cheeky bunch at 
times,” his speech reflected an 
overall pride in the Canadian me- 
dia. 

U3 student and observer Jimmy 
Soldatich noted, “I was pleased to 
learn that the Canadian media has, 
with few exceptions, maintained its 
journalistic ethics, as compared to 



popular opinion. I was really im- 
pressed with his speech.”

The McGill Black Students Net- 
work (BSN) is looking into ways of 
creating a Black Studies pro- 
gramme at McGill not only to rep- 
resent the Black population but also 
to educate the public on issues of 
the Black race. 

According to the chair of the 
Racial Issues committee of the 
BSN, Dalton Galloway, when 
courses on Black political philoso- 
phy or literature arc taught, empha- 
sis is placed on North American 
scholars like Martin Luther King 
and Malcom X. 



"Very little is ever taught about 
African and West Indian thinkers, 
who offer an alternative school of 
thought. Some of their ideas could 
be applicable in North America but 
very little is heard about them. 
McGill should pursue a policy that, 
would offer students a wider spec- 
trum of ideas,” he said. 

Dalton is collaborating with the 
Black Board of Educators to study 
the possibility of setting up the pro- 
gramme at McGill, preferably at 
the undergraduate level. He intends 
to lobby other student groups for 
their support before approaching

SSMU will vote tomorrow on 
new election regulations that would 
subsidize candidates this March 

Advocates of the subsidies say 
they will stop inequalities in cam- 
paign spending and make SSMU 
executive positions more acces- 
sible . 

Under the proposed plan, presi- 
dential candidates can spend no 
more than $400 and candidates for 
the three vice-presidential offices 
no more than $300. Candidates will 
be reimbursed only if they receive 
ten per cent of the total vote. 

The chief returning officer will 
monitor campaign spending. Each 
candidate must turn in a written 
declaration of all expenditures and 
receipts within 10 days of the end of 
the campaign. 

All campaign materials must be 
purchased at retail prices. A candi- 
date who suspects an opponent of 
breaking spending rules can re- 
quest an inquiry. Candidates will 
be disqualified if they spend over 
the limit 

VP Internal Affairs, Terry Sbr- 
issa, said that during elections last 
March there were complaints about 
"disportionate quantities of money 



being spent among presidential 
candidates." She estimates that 
executive candidates spend any- 
where from S100-S800 on their 
campaigns. 

Students running for the BOG 
and the Senate won’t be subsidized 
according to Sbrissa, because 
SSMU can’t afford it. “We had to 
draw the line somewhere," she said. 

According to SSMU President, 
Daniel Tcncnbaum, the existing 
campaign regulations “favour can- 
didates who can afford more." 
They don’t limit the amount of 
money spent on a campaign, only 
the size and design of posters and 
flyers. 

Randy Flemmings, former Sen- 
ate representative, who ran for 
president last March, said that un- 
fair spending was a big issue during 
the election. “Tcncnbaum outspent 
us all," he said. 

Terry Sbrissa said “it’s hard to 
say" whether the cvalution policy 
adequately guards against cheat- 
ing. “It leaves a lot up to to the 
candidates, but that’s the most ef- 
fective way," she said. “Opposition 
candidates always keep the best 
checks on one another.”

the administration with the idea. 

Dalton is also concerned about 
the number of courses pertaining to 
Black studies that are repeatedly 
‘black-dotted’ — not offered year 
after year. “The students have a 
very limited selection at the under- 
graduate level and the situation 
could get much worse," said Dal- 
ton. "Something has to be done 
before there are no courses left 
whatsoever." 

The sociology department is not 
offering courses such as “Social 
Change in the Carribbcan", and 
"Social Aspects of Development in 
the Third World" this year. -The 
Poltical Science department is not 
offering “Politics and Govcnment 
in Africa" and "International Poli- 
tics and Foreign Policy : Africa". 
Since 1985, the French department 
has not offered "La Littérature 
noire d’expression française." 

Political Science department, 
professor Harold Waller said it is 
not the department’s intention to 
neglect Third World issues. “The 
reason the courses have not been 
offered is due in part to financial 
constraints and also the resignation 
of the profs that are specialized in a 
certain field. We do not want the 
courses deleted from the calender.” 

At the undergraduate level there 
is an inter- African Studies program 
available at McGill. At the graduate 
level, the Centre for Developing 
Areas Studies has had all McGill 
funding withdrawn and may shut 
down. The centre carries out re- 
search on Africa and other Third 
World countries. The bulk of. 
CDAS’ financing coming from 1 
CTO A.

according to Tenenbaum, by
